Restriction to one of the following inventions has been required under 
35 USC 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, 23-26 and 60-67, drawn to a process, classified in 
Class 524, subclass 591 ; and 

II. Claims 10-22 and 27-59, drawn to an apparatus, classified in Class 
366, subclass 136.

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The Examiner contends that the Group I and II inventions are related as 
process and apparatus for its practice and has relied upon MPEP 806.05(e), 
which requires one-way distinctness, to determine if the restriction requirement is 
proper. In order to demonstrate one-way distinctness the Examiner contends 
that the process as claimed can be practiced by another and materially different 
apparatus, such as one where the mixer and homogenizer are not connected by 
a conduit or one where the product to be re-homogenized is introduced to the 
homogenizer manually or by hand. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.143 the Applicants provisionally elect, without 
traverse, to prosecute the Group I invention, containing Claims 1-9, 23-26 and 60-67. 

The foregoing is believed to be a complete response to the Office Action 
dated September 28, 2005. An early action on the merits is respectfully requested.
